The  death  rate  shovjs  a 
decline  to  15  as  compared  v;ith  19.2  per  1,000  pooulstion  as  in 

1951. 


Regarding  the  Infant  mortality  rate  I  beg  you  to 
consider  with  reserve,  in  comparison  with  rotes  for  larger 
communities,  as  mentioned  in  the  for'ward  of  the  reports  of  the 
pr'viouG  y.-aiui,  Tho  table  giving  the  causes  of  death  (computed 
from  figures  supplied  by  Registrar  General  and  in  accordance  with 
the  li'ternationoi  Glassification  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and  Causes 
of  D^ath;  shows  no  death  from  tuberculosis,  as  compared  with  6ne 
in  1951.  Heart  disease  being  the  prevalent  cause  of  death 
numbering  11  os  compared  with  14  in  1951.  Kaliquancy  talking 


the  same  toll  as  the  previous  y? 


with  6  fatalities. 


The  section  of  Notifiable  diseases  gives  5  notifications 
of  tuberculosis  (one  being  a  transfer  from  another  area)  comparing 
favourably  with  6  notifications  during  1951.  Poliomyelitis 
notified  in  one  instance  only.  Dysentery  notified  in  3  coses 
and  food  poisoning  in  2  cases. 


The  sanitary  circumstances  have  been  reported  on  by 
your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Or\^ig  Hughes. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  you  all  and  to 
my  fellow  officers  for  all  .assistance,  and  information  to 
compile  the  report.

Water  Supply 

On  the  1st  April  1952,  the  water  supply  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council,  The  supply  to  the 
Llanfr?es  Housing  Estate  has  been  very  poor  os  has  also  the 
supply  to  the  upper  part  of  the  Haeshyfryd  Housing  Estate. 

It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  an  improvement  when  the 
Co’unty  scheme  is  in  full  operation. 

Of  the  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  by 
public  water  mains,  97^  a3?e  supplied  direct  to  the  houses  and 
5^  by  means  of  standpipes. 

There  still  remain  2?  dwelling  houses  which  are 
dependent  on  wells  for  their  water  supply. 

Seven  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  during  the 
,year  for  bacteriological  examinations.  _  Six  were  reported 
on  as  ‘'Highly  Satisfactory"  and  one  as  ^Unsatisf actory  for  a 
Chlorinated  Water". 


^rain^ge  and  Sewerage  Disposal  -  Extensions  and  Alterations. 

The  sewers  in  Maeshyfryd  have  been  extended  by  about 
1000  ft.  to  collect  the  sewerage  of  30  new  houses  built  by 
the  Beaumaris  Housing  Association.  The  storm  water  is  collected 
into  a  stone  culvert  and  discharged  into  Mill  Lane  Stream. 


Swimming  Pool 

There  is  an  open  air  se-a  water  swimming  pool  which  is 
emptied  and  filled  o-n  the  turn  of  the  tide ,  Chlorination  of  the 
water  is  carried  out  by  means  of  dosage  with  a  hypochlorite 
solution.  A  sample  of  the  water  for  bacteriological  examination 
was  taken  during  the  summer  season  and  was  reported  on  as 
"Highly  Satisfactory". 


Refuse  Disposal 

This  is  carried  out  by  contract.  Collection  is  made 
twice  weekly  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  the 
Council's  refuse  tip  at  Llanfaes,  The  tip  is  under  the  control 
of  an  attendant.
